CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Town of Freedom, N. H. 
1981 


The year 1981 saw moderate levels of activity on con- 
servation matters in the Town of Freedom. The Conserva- 
tion Commission has attempted to monitor this activity 
and initiate action which has been established as priority 
for the Town. 


The early part of the year saw much of our attention 
being given to completion of the Current Land Use Map for 
the Town. This comprises a complete and accurate (to the 
best of our knowledge) inventory of every structure in the 
Town, classified according to use. This represents the first 
step in any Master Plan and copies have accordingly been 
forwarded to the Planning Board. Other copies have also 
been made available to the School Board, Fire Depart- 
ment, and Selectmen. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission has given us 
technical assistance throughout the year, for which we are 
grateful. Their assistance was especially helpful in com- 
piling and putting together the Current Land Use Map. 


The Land Use Map needs to be updated annually, if it 
is to continue to be a useful tool in town planning and ad- 
ministration. Future Conservation Commissions should 
keep this in mind. 


Conversations with the Selectmen led us this year in 
the direction of preparing a Steep Slopes Ordinance. Much 
of our time and effort was spent in reviewing similar or- 
dinances in other New Hampshire towns. Ted Russell drew 
up a first draft, and we deliberated long and hard on mak- 
ing whatever improvements were deamed as justified. 
When we had what was felt to be a finished product, we 
reviewed it with the Planning Board and Selectmen. With 
the advice of legal counsel, we decided to approach the 
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steep slopes problem with changes in existing subdivision 
regulations, rather than an ordinance as was originally 
proposed. The responsibility of continuing this work was 
left in the hands of the Planning Board, and we trust they 
will bring the necessary proposals to the Town Meeting in 
March, 1982. 


Interest in the Nature Trail in back of the school has 
re-developed as a Conservation Commission project. Sally 
Schenker provided us with much helpful information. Fur- 
ther work on the project was tabled until snow melts in 
Spring of 1982. 


Only one Dredge and Fill application was reviewed in 
1981, for work by the Mountview Property Owners Associa- 
tion. We found no argument with this work, as it was pro- 
posed in the application. 


The Conservation Commission arranged for a speaker 
to represent the Citizens’ Task Force on Acid Rain (a 
statewide organization) at a meeting of the Community 
Club. This presentation was arranged for February, 1982. 


We are grateful for the use of the Library as a meeting 
place for our regularly scheduled meetings - the third 
Wednesday of each month. Visitors are always welcome at 
these meetings, and we appreciate the support we have 
received from several fellow townspeople through the 
year.

ROBERT OLDS 
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REPORT FREEDOM FIRE DEPARTMENT 

The Town and the Freedom Fire Department have 
been fortunate this year without any major structure fires. 
The public has been very cooperative in fire prevention. 
Awareness of stove installation and chimney construction 
has been a major concern of a lot of townspeople. Your 
Fire Chief has done numerous inspections at no expense to 
the Town for reimbursement of his time. 

I would like to bring to the attention of the townspeople 
that the Department, at its own expense, now has eight 
fully certified firefighters out of a roster of twenty-seven 
members. Each certified member has put in 124 hours 
each, for a total of 992 hours. 

The reason for this program being, is that the State of 
New Hampshire has implemented that the insurance 
companies have to pay the bill as of 1981 for fire training. 
By the year 1985, one out of every five members in a 
volunteer department will have to be certified; if not, the 
Town will lose its good insurance rating which now 
accounts for approximately 20 percent discounts for 
dwellings within a three-mile radius. 

As I mentioned before, the Fire Department itself paid 
for the Certification Courses for the eight men. Proper 
authorities were approached with the bill but we were 
refused payment. The Department felt it important 
enough to go ahead with the Courses right away. 

It is the intention of several of the members, at a later 
date, to take the Instructors Course which will involve an 
additional 36 hours. This will enable us to further train and 
certify the rest of our Department. 

I would also like to take this time to thank everyone for 
their help and support at the Cushing Corner Forest Fire 
on May 24, 1981. Through the efforts of the Mutual Aid 
System and the Law Enforcement Agency, a serious 
disaster was avoided in a very professional and 
authoritative manner. 

I cannot give enough praise to my men, the other 
Departments and the townspeople that helped during this 
pooped toy Thank you,

6 - To see what sum of money the School 
District will vote to raise and appropriate for the support 
of schools, for the payments of salaries for school district 
officials and agents, and for the payment of the statutory 
obligations of the District. Motion made by Margery Wood, 
seconded by Beth Earle. 


It was requested by the voters present that the budget 
be done line by line. Each item was read and discussed. 
Margery Wood, Beth Earle, David Stickney and Robert 
Kautz explained many of these items. Questions were rais- 
ed by Molly Vestner, Nelson Works and Janet Johnson 
which were explained by the school board. 


Total Budget of $282,852.00 was VOTED-YES. Plus 
$5,500.00 appropriated in Article No. 5. 


ARTICLE NO. 7 - To transact any other business that 
may legally come before this meeting. Chester Jones sug- 
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gested that we give the School Board the authority to PUR- 
CHASE the present insurance for one (1) year and to have 
someone present at the next Annual School District 
Meeting in 1982 who could explain what coverage we have 
and what the actual cost is to the School District. This was 
discussed and Louise Lovell made a motion in favor of this 
suggestion, seconded by Beth Earle. VOTED-YES. 


The meeting was adjourned at 9:30 p.m.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


by Robert B. Kautz 
and David Stickney 


Since our last report, considerable activity has been 
undertaken by the staff of the School Administrative Unit 
No. 9 office and your school to continue improving the 
educational programs offered our children. Teachers have 
continued to show their commitment to provide the best 
education possible by attending workshops, college 
courses, and conferences. 


In August, many teachers and administrative staff 
members voluntarily attended workshops to improve their 
skills in working with children. Computer Literacy, Child 
Development, Basic First Aid, The Special Needs Child In 
The Classroom, as well as a 30 hour course, ‘‘Excellence in 
Teaching’’, were a few of the offerings provided under the 
leadership of the Staff Development Committee. It should 
be pointed out that the Staff Development Committee 
(whose membership is comprised of teachers, ad- 
ministrators, and board members of local school districts) 
has worked very hard to develop an excellent program of 
providing opportunities for teacher improvement. 


Another major improvement activity that has been 
taking place is the Elementary School Evaluation. Each 
elementary school has gone through a self-evaluation pro- 
cess studying the school, community, school philosophies, 
curriculums, special education services, library services 
and school buildings. The process has looked at how well 
all aspects of the child’s education are being provided for. 
In March, a team of 18 teachers and administrators from 
the New Hampshire State Department of Education and 
other school districts in the state will visit each elemen- 
tary school. This team will evaluate how well each school 
is accomplishing the goals set forth in the self-evaluation. 
A report will be issued to your School Board in the spring 
which will help the community not only judge current pro- 
grams, but provide the basis for future planning. 


Individual achievement tests are another means for 
evaluating the performance of a school. The children in 
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School Administrative Unit No. 9 have consistently scored 
well on their achievement tests. An evaluation of the test 
administered this past May shows that, on an average, 
children in School Administrative Unit No. 9 score at about 
one grade higher than the national average. We will con- 
tinue to monitor these tests so that we can insure that 
academic excellence continues. 


In addition to the use of achievement tests for 
assurance of academic excellence, our accountability plan 
continues in its development. Tests in language arts, 
reading and math are being readied for this spring. Next to 
be developed are tests for social studies and science. The 
Accountability Committee will be ready to analyze the test 
results, report to the community and state their findings. 


This past spring, the School Boards and Administra- 
tion of School Administrative Unit No. 9 met to begin the 
process of selecting educational goals to establish plans 
for improvements to our school system. Ten goals were 
adopted by the Board and committees were established to 
develop plans for implementation of improvements. Work 
is underway to improve the writing curriculum. The math 
curriculum is to be improved with the addition of com- 
puter literacy. Individualized learning, improving reading 
instruction and the development of a systematic monitor- 
ing program of individual student progress are additional 
student improvement goals being worked on. Some of 
these plans will be reflected in this budget (purchase of 
micro-computers, in-service workshops). 


The continued educational growth and improvement 
of the school programs would not be possible without your 
support. We would like to thank you for this and urge you to 
continue to provide us with your ideas and encouragement. 


In closing, we would like to thank all the staff for the 
fine job they have done over the past year. Also, we are 
happy to provide you with the following reports from your 
schools, as well as reports from our Special Education and 
Title I Directors. 
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SPECIAL EDUCATION DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


by Elaine M. Woodman 


It is the purpose of the State of New Hampshire to in- 
sure that the State Board of Education and the school 
districts of this State provide a free and appropriate public 
education for all educationally handicapped students. 
Special education means instruction specifically designed 
to meet the unique needs of the educationally handicapped 
student. This instruction is team-designed; is delivered in 
a variety of settings; and services the youngsters in our 
community ages 3-21 years of age no matter what the 
diversity of need. 


SAU #9 can be very proud of some of the advances 
made in special education programming. The additional 
school psychologist has added depth, continuity, and a 
tremendous support to our schools. Referrals, 
assessments, and program needs have been addressed 
quicker, and this in turn means early identification and 
early intervention which are key factors in ensuring a 
positive school experience for many children. 


We believe early intervention is the key; therefore, 
considerable effort has been in ‘childfind’ and outreach ac- 
tivities. The pre-school activities have strengthened this 
year through center-based programs, home-based support 
services, and inter-agency communications. This will 
develop a cooperative effort in addressing the needs of our 
children and provide them with the support they need as 
early as possible. The major benefit of this program is 
prevention of learning problems. 


At the elementary schools, programs vary from con- 
sultation and program modification in the regular 
classroom structure to the varied amounts of resource 
room specialized programming. We are attempting, to the 
best of our ability, to make sure that the program fits the 
child’s needs rather than the child fit the existing pro- 
gram. 
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Special education teachers are constantly pursuing 
results from current research studies on working with both 
the handicapped and children with minimal learning 
deficits. This staff dedication is highly commendable. I 
meet with each. school’s special education staff on a mon- 
thly basis to discuss their concerns and provide the ad- 
ministrative support I feel is necessary for an effective 
and successful program. 


Our goal at the Jr./Sr. high level is to provide a con- 
tinuum of special education services in conjunction with 
our regular education curriculum. The self-contained 
special program for the moderately to severely handicap- 
ped students has its own curriculum design. This model 
stresses functional academics, social and independent liv- 
ing skills, and vocational and motor skills. Community 
outreach and support continues to grow and the ultimate 
goal of job preparation is constantly improving. The Voca- 
tional Education/Special Education model is developing 
so that constant and consistent reinforcement is being 
given in each educational program. Resource room sup- 
port, behavioral management programs, and counseling 
support are available through special education. 


Parents, as the first and primary teachers of their 
children, play a significant role in the success of any 
school program. Their involvement in special education is 
twice as valuable. As a means of voicing concerns and 
becoming significant partners in educating our children, 
the Parent Support Group was organized. Every other 
Wednesday, at the SAU office, parents chat and learn from 
one another. This is facilitated by the Director of Special 
Education and the School Psychologist. 


Staff development is an ongoing process and in special 
education is reflected through the following channels: 
workshops for parents and the community starting in the 
spring of 1982; teacher workshops both for regular and 
special educators; ‘SPED INFO’, an informational ‘blurb’ 
published once a month written by the Director; Parent 
Support Groups.

In conclusion, it is with much pleasure that I share 
with you our efforts in special education. It is because of 
parents, teachers, students, board members, and the com- 
munity - working, supporting and trusting one another - 
that has resulted in quality special education programs for 
handicapped children in our schools. 


TITLE I COORDINATOR’S REPORT 


by Laura Jawitz 


Title I serves approximately 200 children in grades 1-8 
in SAU #9 who need extra help in reading skills. With the. 
Federal funds granted to SAU #9 schools, specialists and 
trained tutors are hired for each of the elementary schools 
and the junior high school to write and implement educa- 
tional plans for remediation of reading difficulties. Em- 
phasis is on supplementing basic reading skills while 
creating a positive attitude of confidence in students. 
Children participate in daily half-hour sessions on a ratio 
of one teacher to three students. 


If a teacher finds that a child is reading below grade 
level or in need of individual attention, the child’s name is 
referred to the Title I staff. The child then receives the ap- 
propriate assessment. This assessment may include 
achievement test scores, informal diagnostic testing, 
teachers recommendations, etc. 


When a decision has been made that a child needs Title 
I services, the Title I staff will receive permission from the 
parent to test and work with the child. Staff members con- 
fer with the classroom teachers and individualize instruc- 
tion. Title I activities enrich and supplement, but do not 
take the place of, classroom reading. Students work at 
their own pace on materials geared to their own diagnosed 
needs and abilities. 


In order for the program to continue to be eligible for 
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government funding, it is necessary to have an active 
Parent Advisory Council. The PAC is made up of parents 
and staff members and is involved with the planning, 
monitoring and evaluation of the Title I reading program. 
Due to Federal budget cuts to Title I funding, the Council 
worked diligently to review program alternatives for the 
coming year. After lengthy discussion, the Council voted to 
keep the program intact as it exists now and asked SAU #9 
to supplement the anticipated Federal budget reduction. 
This request was approved by SAU #9, and it is reassuring 
to know that when it comes down to direct services for 
children, local support is there! 
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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
by Gary MacDonald 


The fall of 1981 saw many changes at the Freedom 
Elementary School in terms of personnel. After being 
hired in July, I began interviewing many people for two 
teaching positions. After a hectic August, during which 
time the two new teachers were hired and the downstairs’ 
room divided by use of temporary partitions, we held an 
“‘open house’”’ one week before school began. This provided 
all interested townspeople an opportunity to meet the new 
staff. That was the start of what has been a continuing 
positive relationship between the staff and the community. 


We were extremely fortunate to hire two talented, 
enthusiastic teachers in Ms. Elizabeth Bouve and Ms. 
Karen Greene. Ms. Bouve has a combined role of Title I 
teacher and Special Education teacher. Ms. Greene is the 
teacher of the new 3rd and 4th grade grouping. This group- 
ing has worked out very well, as it has given the needed 
attention to the students of these grades. 


Throughout the school we are putting emphasis on 
reading, writing and math skills. These, we feel, are the 
essentials from which all other learning will come. One of 
our objectives for this year is to develop a school-wide 
curriculum so that there is continuity throughout the 
school in each subject. This year we initiated the silent 
sustained reading program. This has worked remarkably 
well as any visitor to the school from 10:30-10:50 can 
discover. From lst grade to 6th grade every student and 
teacher is reading and not a sound can be heard. The town 
library is also frequented by students, and this spring Mrs. 
Thurston is working with the school in developing a 
research program. 


Along with the regular staff, we also have an excellent 


group of specialists who service the children. Linda 
Fichtner continues to excite the children with a variety of 
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art experiences. Andy Blanchard demonstrates great 
flexibility in providing the children with physical 
education in spite of limited facilities. Jean Fickett 
expanded her excellent music program this year to include 
an elementary chorus. Ms. Tania Rogers is in the school on 
Tuesday and Thursday working with children in speech. 
Ms. Diana Louis, our school nurse, comes to the school 
each Monday afternoon, checking health records and 
teaching different health-related units. Mr. John Brandt 
has also been a valuable resource to us this year as school 
psychologist. All of these people, as well as the regular 
staff, work hard at providing the children with an excel- 
lent, well-founded educational program. 


The soccer program continued this year, and by the 
end of the season we were doing quite well. Regardless of 
the score, the students always gave 100 percent. An 
intramural basketball program continued throughout the 
winter due to the efforts of Mr. Ken Wilson. A highlight of 
the fall was the 5th and 6th grade overnight hike to Gale- 
head Hut in the White Mountains. The Appalachian 
Mountain Club worked closely with us as we studied the 
history and science of the area prior to going, and then got 
a firsthand look as we climbed the six miles to the hut. 
December found the children in drama rehearsal nearly 
every afternoon at the town hall under the direction of 
Karen Greene with the tremendous help of many parents. 
The children did a superb job of presenting Hansel and 
Gretel. The elementary chorus also did a fine job at the 
Christmas presentation. 


The staff feel very fortunate in having such a 
supportive group of parents, willing to take part in various 
school activities. The Parent Teachers Club has helped in 
many ways as have many individuals. From driving to 
soccer games to building sets and making costumes for the 
play, parents have always been willing to help out in any 
way they could. Veterans’ Day saw many parents devote 
their day to the building of three new pieces of playground 
equipment as well as a general cleanup of the playground 
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area. Financially supported by the PTC, it never could 
have been accomplished without the help of the many 
parents and volunteers. 


This first year has been a challenging one, but it has 
been a rewarding one in many ways. I have found the 
children of Freedom to be well-mannered, eager learners, 
whose enthusiasm for school and_ extra-curricular 
activities make teaching at Freedom a stimulating 
experience. Many exciting things have happened this year 
due to the combined efforts and talents of the townspeople 
and teachers. Working together we can provide the 
children of Freedom the best educational program 
possible.
